OPENS SERVICES 
AT UNIVERSITY 


Declares Germany Has Forfeited 
Ita Right to Further Existence 
as Nation 


The series of Sunday services at the 
university was inaugurated yesterday 
by the acting president, Dean Kerr, 
who spoke on the text (Romans vil, 
21); “Because the creature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the Sons of God.’ The tradition 
established by the high standard of 
previous addresses was fully main- 
taine ey, the thoughtful, incisive and 
stimulating discussion by Dr. Kerr ofa 
problem that has occupied the minds 
of many men and women, especially 
aince the outbreak of the war, and 
has engaged the serious attention of 
the leaders of mankind. 

Not only in education, so-called, 
but in every phase of existence we 
are forced to recognize the conflicting 
aims that appear to determine the 
very complexion of life Itself. Are we 
to accept the conclusions of science as 
final? Or shall we hope for more 
gatisfying cou. 5? «6Shall we see 
in life merely the principle of egotism, 
and individual forms preying on in 
dividual forms or by adaption to their 
environment winning the right to 
survive? Or shall we, while admit- 
ting scientifically established facts, 
strive for a higher unity, which alone 
can satisfy the epiritual personality 
of man? 

# In developing his thesis, the speak- 
er sketched briefly the discoveries of 
science and the effects of these dis- 
coveries, and then indicated how these 
discoveries had set new problems, 
particularly for our educational in- 
etitutions. In facing these problems, 
we must never forget that every iIn- 
dividual stands in three relationships 
and that education cannot disregard 
the three elements of personality, 
namely the physical, the mental, and 
the epiritual. To neglect any one of 
these three elements is to injure the 
other two. This lesson was brought | 
home in the concluSion of the ud- 
dress by reference to Germany. 

Has Forfeited Right 

Here the speaker asserted 
and with impressive emphasis that 
Germany had forfeited its right to 
further existence as a nation, that is 
to say as @ nation organized to gratify 
material ambitions, first and last, and 
to develope its mental and pliysicai 
powers at the expense of its spiritual. 
Amid the fearful carnage and ruin 
wrought by Germany's vaulting ego- 
tism the world at large, find strength 
in a new spiritual vision, had met the | 
canabilistic challenge of mere ma- 
ter.aliem and intellectualism by realiz- 
ing its sp.ritual needs and evolving 
a new spiritual character. Germany 
stands, today, apparently unrepentent 
and unconscious of the fearful wrongs 
committed by it. It has seen in life, 
nothing more than “the survival of 
the fittest” in a world that it assumes 
to be intellectual and materia! fact, 
and nothing more, It has accepted | 
the principle of corruption as a final- 
ity, and by its actions has solght to | 
bring the rest of the world under the 
bondage of this principle. A people 
inspired by this principle and satis- 
fied to live under it, is not a people | 
mhom the world in its longing and 
passion for “the glorious liberty of 
the Sons of God" can permit to exist 
as a nation organized to continue its 
egotistical purpose As Cato insisted 
that a Carthage bent on ruling by 
might must be destroyed, so today, in 
a larger and nobler sense, the peoples 
who have suffered beyond computa- 
tion by Germany's ruthless ambition, | 
recognize that “Germania delenda est” 
«(Germany must be destroyed). 

It was an impressive conclusion to 
an inspiring and timely address, and 
one which the representative audience 
followed with profound interest 
Though the speaker made no refer- 
ence to the present efforts of Germany 
to escape the logical and only just 
consequences of its crimes against 
humanity, those who listened feit that 
his remarks were tensely pertinent to 
the immediate situation. The general 
comment among the debarting audi- 
ence appeared to be that our hope for 
the future lies only through the stern 
refuga) to permit the perpetuation of | 
a principle of nationality that ie a 
cynical challenge of our essential 
humanity, and we can look forward 
confidently to a better order of life 
only if we follow Paul's admonition: 
“Finally, brethern, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are hon- 
est, whatsoever things are just, what-_ 
soever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things 
are of good report, if there be any 
virtue, if there be any praise, think 
on these things.”

1919 in City of Edmonton 


Hon. A. G. MacKay Gives Address on Health Questions— 
Says Calgary Inspection is Best in North Amreica— 
Health and Schools Chief Matters Discussed

Portion of the second day of the con- 
vention of the Union of Alberta munt- 


cipalities convention today. Hon. A. G 
MacKay, minister of municipal affairs 
and health devoted the greater part of 
his speech to a discussion of health 
problems, emphasizing the necessity 
of towns, villages and rural school dis- 
tricts undertaking the medical inspec- 
tion of their schools. It was decided on 
the invitation of Ald. Bush to hold the 
next convention in Edmonton. 
Referring to the circumstances that 
only one of the 21 resolutions passed 
by the convention last year had been 
acted upon by the government, Mr. 
MacKay observed that uniess the re- 
sults of these resolutions were fully 
reported to the following convention 
they were getting nowhere. He was 
struck by the fact that the delegates 
had heard nothing as to why the gov- 
ernment had not acted. He thought 
this much at least was one of them. 
They were entitled to euch a full ex- 
Planation of the reasons why the gov- 
ernment had not acted, as would en- 
able them to proceed intelligently next 
year so that they could drop certain 
resolutions with reassurance and pro- 
ceed if need be to 
‘even more strongly than before. 
Certain Government Responsibilities. 


In the new health program the gov- 
ernment must assume certain well de- 
fined responsibilities and take the lead 
in maintaining a high standard of 
buildings, equipment and efficiency. 
In order to do this the government 
might have to take steps to protect 
certain municipalities and districts 
against themselves in some schemes 
whieh were contemplated. It was the 
duty of the minister to establish the 
hospital districts, and he said there 
were now 17 districts schemes under 
way, and to some of these he must 
sound a note of warning that due care 
must be taken fn all cases to secure 
a district large enough to put the 
scheme on a firm financial basis. Hos- 
pitals were being built for the next 20 
or 25 years, and they must be equipped 
to do good work and to give such ser- 
vice that the residents of the district 
would have confidence tn it. This 
Was an age of rapid travei, ‘and 
had fairly good roads, and his idea 
Was that no hospital district should be 
less than four municipal distr#ts. That 
would give a fairly strong financial 
district—so that the scheme might 
be carried out without undue taxa- 
tion. Schemes such as those of *Wain- 
wright, providing for a hospital in 


ous, and unless the people realized the 
seriousness of this there was danger 
of the ambitions of every village 
wrecking the whole project. The peo- 
Ple must approach the matter in a 
spirit of reasonableness and broad- 
mindedness, and must remefber that 
@ hospital cannot be put in every vil- 
lage and in every doctor's backyard. 
On the other hand, there was a good 
sign in the request of one district for 
territory 60 miles square. ‘The people 
sensibly said that they had autos and 
good roads, and they preterred the 
distance in order to get better nursing 
and good accommodation and equlp- 
ment such as any city hospital pro- 
vides 

Province and City Huspitals. 

The province would have to get in 
touch with the city and the eity hosp!- 
tals already established. If the prov 
ince was to undertake the duty of 
maintaining high standards, it must 
see to it that a sufficient 
nurses were properly trained. The 
city districts, he thought, ought to 
take in a territory within a radius of 
20 miles so as to form good strong dis- 
tricts to furnish proper professional 
training for superintendents and statf 
nurses of the smaller hospitals, 

Inspection in School, 

On the matter of the medical tn- 
pection of schools he had strong views 
but he felt that it would be unwise 
to express them in autocratic legisla- 
tion. Instead he would appeal to the 
mothers of the province to put into 
operation the powers they already had 
in school districts, to engage doctors 
to make regular inspections. They 
would find the cost very little per year.
